LONDON,  Sept.  29. — British  troops  today  fought  their  way 
through  the  main  Hindenburg  defences  at  Bellenghse  and  captured 
the  whole  German  position.  Bellenglise,  Lehaucourt  and  Magny-la- 
f  OBse  have  been  taken. 

The  62nd  Naval  Division  has  reached  the  southern  outskirts  of 
Cambrai  while  on  the  left  of  the  attack  the  Canadians  have  reached 
the  northwestern  outskirts. 

Progress  is  reported  all  along  the  30-mile  front  where  the  offen- 
sive is  being  imdertaken,  according  to  Field  Marshal  Haig's  report 
from  Headquarters  tonight. 

The  statement  reads: 

"At jiMyMI»%JP»iWngiH  b».ttj^uc<<to><w?ly  developed  south- 

ato  the  neighborhpod  of  St.  Quentin.  |t  noiX'  extends  over  a 
front  of  nearly  30  miles  from  that  town  to  the  Sensee  River  north  of 
Cambrai. 

20th  Corps'  Success 

"On  the  extreme  right  the  20th  Corps  launched  an  attack  at  5 :50 
o'clock  in  the  morning  across  the  Scheldt  canal  from  Bellenglise,  in- 
clusive, northward.  The  46th  North  Midland  Division  provided  with 
lifebelts,  mats,  portable  bridging  materials  and  rafts,  and  under  cover 
of  a  concentrated  artillery  and  machine  gun  fire,  stormed  the  main 
Hindenburg  (Jefences,  which  here  rim  along  the  eastern  bank  of  the 
canal. 

"Notwithstanding  the  depth  of  the  water,  the  breadth  of  the  canal 
and  the  strength  of  the  enemy's  defences,  which  included  the  village 
of  Bellenglise  and  numerous  tunnels  and  concrete  works,  this  division 
succeeded  in  capturing  the  whole  German  position  opposed  to  them. 
They  pressed  today  with  great  bravery  and  determination  up  the 
slopes  of  the  hills  beyond  the  canal,  taking  many  prisoners  in  the 
course  of  their  advance. 

"Bellenglise,  Lehaucourt,  and  Magny-la-Fossc  are  now  in  our 
possession. 

"In  conjunction  with  this  brilliant  operation  other  English  troops 
advanced  in  the  bend  of  the  canal  south  of  Bellenglise,  covering  the 
southern  flank  of  the  division. 

Americans  Press  Forward 

"Farther  north,  at  the  same  hour,  American  troops  under  com- 
mand of  General  G.  W.  Read,  U.S.A.,  attacked  the  Hindenburg  line 
on  a  front  of  5,000  yards  where  the  Scheldt  canal  pressed  forward 
against  these  defences  and  on  the  right  captured  Bellicourt  and  Nau- 

roy. 

"On  the  left  bank  fighting  is  taking  place  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Bony.  In  the  centre  of  the  attack  English  troops  captured  Villiers- 
Guislain.  New  Zealand  troops  cleared  the  Welsh  Ridge,  breaking  up 
a  hostile  counter-attack,  and  pushing  on,  captured  La  Vacquerie  and 
the  Spur  leading  from  Bonavisto  Masnieres. 

"Meanwhile  the  62nd  Division,  having  secured  crossings  of  the 
Scheldt  canal,  continued  to  advance.  After  fighting  in  the  western 
outskirts  of  Masnieres  and  Les  Rues  Vertes,  they  captured  both  of 
these  villages  and  carried  the  defensive  system  covering  Rumilly, 
reaching  the  western  outskirts  of  the  latter  village. 

"On  their  left  the  Second  Division  crossed  the  canal  about  Noy- 
ellei^tnd  has  advanced  more  than  one  and  a  half  miles  Up  the  rising 
ground  to  tiMKeast  of  the  canal  line. 

"The  62nd  Naval  Division  having  forced  a  passage  east  of  Can- 
taing  has  reached  the  southern  outskirts  of  Cambrai. 

"On  the  left  of  the  attack  Canadian  troops  have  passed  through 
the  defensive  system  covering  Cambrai  on  the  northwest  and  have 
fougM  their  way  forward  into  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 

"Farther  north  they  captured  Sancourt,  where  heavy  German 
counter-attacks  have  been  beaten  off.  English  troops  have  cleared  the 
slopes  south  of  the  Sensee  canal. 

"During  the  last  three  days  more  than  22,000  prisoners  and  300 
fiins  have  been  captured  by  us  on  the  St.  Quentin-Cambrai  battle- 
front."

LONDON,  Sept.  29. — rrisoners  to 
the  number  of  50,000  and  325 
guns  had  been  counted  by  the  Rrltlsh 
In  Palestine  on  Friday  night,  accord- 
ing to  an  official  communication 
Issued   tonight. 

Notwithstanding  Turkish  resist- 
ance In  the  region  of  Tiberias,  the 
Hrltlsh  forced  further  passages  of  the 
Jordan. 

The  text  of  tlie  communication  fol- 
lows: 

"Throughout  F'riday  the  enemy  of- 
fered resistance  In  the  Tiberias  area, 
holding  the  crossings  of  the  upper 
Jordan  and  positions  astride  the 
roads  to  Mezerlb  and  Deraa.  In  the 
evening  the  Australians  forced  a  pass- 
age of  the  Jordan,  and  on  Saturday 
morning  drove  the  enemy  from  their 
positions  and  crossed  to  the  left  bank. 

"Southeaat  of  Lake  Tiberias  our 
cavalry  overcame  Turkish  resiatance 
at  Irbld  and  Errelnfe  and  drove  the 
enemy  northward  to  Mezerlb,  Join- 
ing hands  with  King  Hussein's  Arab 
army  about  Deraa. 

"King  Hussein,  \vho  had  captured 
the  railroad  stations  of  F^zra  and 
I^hazlc.  north  of  Deraa  on  the  Hed- 
Jaz  line,  on  Thursday  entered  Deraa 
and  Shelk-Saad  on  Friday,  taking, 
1,500  prisoners.  Northward  the 
movement  of  our  cavalry,  covered  on 
their  right  by  the  Arabs,  Is  being 
continued  from  the  Deraa  and  is  ap- 
proaching   Meserlb. 

"On  the  southern  area.  In  the  Am- 
man dlatrlct,  our  column  up  to  Fri- 
day evening  had  captured  5,700  pris- 
oners and  28  guns  east  of  the  Jor- 
dan. On  Saturday  they  were  In  touch 
about  the  EI  Kaatal  section.  14  miles 
south  of  Ainmon,  while  the  leading 
troops  of  the  Turkish  force  retreated 
northward  from  Maan. 

"Up  to  Friday  night  the  capture  of 
50,000  prisoners  and  325  guns  had 
been  reported."

PARIS,  Sept.  29. — French,  British,  American  and  Belgian  forces  in 
the  last  three  days  have  captured  40,000  prisoners  and  300  gitns,  it  is 
estimated  here. 

Since  July  18,  the  Allies  have  captured  200,000  prisoners,  3,000  gims, 
20,000  machine  guns,  and  enormous  quantities  of  material.  This  does 
not  take  into  account  the  operations  in  Macedonia  and  Palestine. 


LONDON,  Sept.  29. — Dixmude  has  been  captured  by  the  Belgian  troojM, 
it  was  officially  announced  tonight. 

The  Belgians  also  have  taken  Zarren  (Searren),  Stademberg,  Passchen- 
daele, Moorslede,  and  part  of  Westroosebeke.  This  means  an  advance  of 
several  miles. 

"  After  breaking  up  a  violent  enemy  counter  attack  the  Belgians  captnred 
ferreest  height  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  had  advanced  to  within  less  than 
two  miles  of  Roulers. 

"The  prisoners  taken  since  yesterday  exceed  5,500.  More  than  100  guns 
ind  numerous  machine  guns  and  bomb  throwers  and  much  war  material  hsvc 
t>een  captured."

20   Mlica   North   of   Monasiir 

ROME.  Sept.  L'9. — Krushevo,  an 
Important  Bulgarian  base,  20  miles 
north  of  Monastir.  has  been  captnred 
by  Italian  troopK.  who  also  have 
driven  the  enetny  from  the  mountain 
ranges  between  the  Cerna  and  Vollka 
Rivers. 

The  official  statement  from  the  Ital- 
ian War  Offlce  says  that  the  Italians 
also  are  pursuing  the  Bulgarians  on 
the  Monaatlr-Klchevo  road  north  of 
Demlrhlssar.  an  advance  of  20  miles. 

The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 
"On  September  25th,  our  troops, 
in  oo-operatlon  with  our  Allies,  con- 
tinned  their  advance  from  the  pre- 
vious line  and  occupied  Ponte  di  Bu- 
chin  and  Verbyanl  Malo.  The  enemy 
put  up  a  stubborn  resistance  on  the 
eastern  slopes  of  the  Draglshete.  and 
Babe,  mountain  ranges,  but  was  at- 
tacked with  great  Impetus  and  over- 
whelmed. 

Tlrdrsa  Pnrsalt 
"Our  columns,  hard  preaalng  his 
rearguard,  occupied  Krushevo  on  the 
foHowlnr  day,  and  on  the  27th,  in 
spite  of  the  dlfflculty  of  the  ground, 
they  had  paaaed  all  the  mountalnoua 
massifs  between  the  valleys  of  the 
Cerna  and  the  Vollka.  Having  reach- 
ed the  Honastlr-Klchero  road  north 
of  DemlTlilsaar.  they  are  tlreteasly 
eonttaataiff  their  march  toward  their 
objeettraa." 

The  Italian  official  statement  of 
Sunday  aays: 


"In  Macedonia,  according  to  the 
latest  information,  our  troops  are 
continuing  their  vigorous  advance 
•ncroes  the  massif  of  Mont  Baba  and 
have  overcome  obstinate  enemy  at- 
tempts at  defence.  In  the  region  west 
of  Krushevo  they  have  broken  the  re- 
sistance of  strong  rear  guards.  Tht 
Italians  are  astride  the  Krushevo-Cer 
road  where  It  comes  out  south  of  Sop 
on  the  main  road  from  Monastir  to 
Klchevo.

"Army  of  the  Rast,  Sept.  27. — Th» 
day  of  the  27th  was  marked  by  a  gen- 
eral advance  along  the  whole  front 
and  by  new  captures  of  large  numbers 
of  prisoners  and  Important  material. 
On  the  left  the  Allied  troops  broke 
up  the  resistance  of  the  enemy  forces 
between  I.Mke8  Presba  and  Ochrlda 
and  pressed  on.

Claims  to  Have  Made  With- 
drawal Without  Interference

BERLIN,  sept.  29. — German  re- 
serves thrown  in  on  the  Dlxmudc- 
Ypres  line  in  Belgium,  checked  the 
Allied  advance  on  Saturday  afternoon 
according  to  the  official  sUtement 
from  German  general  headquarters 
today.

PARIS,  Sept.  29. — The  Allied  ad- 
vances on  four  sectors  from  the  North 
Sea  to  the  Meuae  continue  and  Im- 
portant strategical  points  are  being 
fiaken  from  the  Germans  by  the 
French,  Brltlah,  American  and  Bel- 
gian forces. 

Not  since  the  flrat  battle  of  the 
Marne  haa  there  been  an  attack  to 
compare  in  extent  with  the  preaent 
operations.  The  new  thruat  of  the 
Anglo-Belgian  armlea  waa  a  com- 
plete surprise  tor  the  Germans,  and  la 
meeting  with  niilrked  auocess.  It  is 
being  made  against  territory  held  by 
the  enemy  alnce  1114.  The  number 
of  prisoners  increases  hourly,  and  the 
advance  goes  on  steadily,  despite  the 
fierce    resistance    of   the   Germans. 

The  power  of  the  Anglo-Belgian  at- 
tack Is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the 
(Jermans  have  lost  the  great  Houth- 
ulst  forest  and  the  village  of  Ohelu- 
velt,  the  key  to  the  Ypres-Menln 
road.

One  purs\jit  group  engaged  In  -3 
combats  with  enemy  airmen,  destroy- 
ing two  enemy  machines  and  bring- 
ing <lown  out  of  control  a  number  of 
others  Other  Americans  flew  over 
the  German  lines  as  far  as  the  Mo- 
selle southwest  of  Metr..  They  found 
f»w  tlerman  machines,  but  drove 
back  all  they  chanced  to  And.  Tha 
work  of  observation  airplanes  was 
virtually  undisturbed  by  the  enemy 
machines. 

A  series  r»f  deep  raids  Into  enemy 
territory  was  made.  The  ftrst  of 
them  resulted  In  thirteen  combats 
In  which  ten  German  machines  were 
destroyed.  The  second  waa  made  at 
a  low  altitude  for  the  purpose  of 
bomhlng  concentrations  of  enemy 
troops  and  cftnvoys.  Three  German 
planes  were  engaged  and  one  prob- 
ably   was    destroyed. 

A  third  raid  was  made  In  conjunc- 
tion with  a  bombing  group  agalnrfl 
the  railroad  Junction  at  Rtain,  east 
of  Verdun,  and  resulted  in  the  auc- 
cesaful  bombardment  of  the  objec- 
tive. The  Americans  met  German 
fliers  during  the  bombing  operation 
and  are  believed  to  have  destroyed 
three  of  them.  Long  dlalanc«  re- 
connoitring flights  also  were  carried 
tAined.  concerning  German  troop 
movements.

BAniE  GROWS 


Germans  Strive  Desperately  to- 
Stern  Frencli  Advance  in 
Champagne — Grand  Pre  Is 
Prize  in  View. 


WITH  THE  FRE.VCH  AR.MY  O."- 
THE  CHAMPAC.NK  FRONT,  Sept.  Lt 
— The  battle  of  Champagno  has 
greatly  Increased  In  violence  with  the 
arrival  of  fresh  German  divisions 
The  enemy  la  making  a  strong  bid  to 
halt  the  advance  of  General  Gour- 
aud's troops  toward  Vouslera, 

Northwest  of  Bouconvllle,  Bellevu* 
and  Buasy  farm  were  captured  tliis 
morning  giving  the  French  a  position 
which  commands  the  Important  rail- 
way Junction  at  Challerange  and  the 
deflle  of  the  Argonne  at  Grand  I'ro, 
which  Dumourlee  In  his  campaign  in 
1892  called  the  Thermopylae  of 
France. 

The  French  have  also  taken  Mom 
Quvelet,  another  commanding  posi- 
tion west  of  Bouconvllle. 

With  the  French  dominating  thi 
western  exit  from  the  Argonne  and 
the  Americans  advancing  along  the 
eastern  edge,  one  of  tho  strategic  ob- 
jects of  the  battle,  which  may  be  to 
provoke  the  fall  of  the  entire  Ar- 
gonne poBltions.   Is  well  advanced. 

Farther  west  fresh  ground  has  been 
gained  In  the  region  of  Aubcrlve. 
which  Increasea  the  menlice  to  thr 
strong  German  positions  on  the 
mounts  north  of  the  old  Roman  road, 
lying  east  of  Rhelms,  tho  Teton. 
Mont  Cornlllet.  Mont  Sans-Xom  and 
Mont  Haut. 

Grand    Pre  Is   ObJc««Uvp 

The  posaeaalon  of  Grand  Pre  Is  one 
of  the  big  atakea  of  thla  battle.  When 
It  fails  the  Germans  must  make  haste 
to  get  out  of  the  Argonne  region, 
which  explains  the  desperate  defenc« 
of  Its  approaches  hy  the  best  forcei- 
the  Germans  have  available.  Those 
taken  prisoner  yesterday  gave  up  onl.v 
after  most  bitter  combats:  they  not 
only  fought  well,  but  their  appeer- 
ance  is  far  superior  to  that  of  mo*t 
of  the  priaoners  taken  In  the  last 
iTionth. 

General  Mangin's  forces  drivlna 
back  the  enemy  In  the  region  of  the 
Chemin  des  Dames,  during  the  night 
advanced  to  the  Ailette  Illver  north 
of  Plnon  forest,  took  (""havlgnon  and 
reached  the  canal  basin  to  the  south- 
east, where  they  met  sharp  niachlnt 
gun  Are,  to  prevent  them  from  creas- 
ing. 

Farther  south  the  Germans  art 
Saints  Berthe.  Cetel  and  Chavonne. 
They  are  relying  principally  on  ar- 
tillery In    this  region. 

Knemy's  DintcnlUos 

With  Challerange  under  fire  of  the 
French  guns,  the  enemy's  movement* 
of  troopa  will  encounter  vaatly  in- 
creased dimeuliles.  As  he  la  short  of 
motor  tranaporta,  he  haa  relied  main- 
ly on  railroada  and  has  supplemented 
the  old  French  lines  with  several 
branches  since  occupying  the  region. 
Thesa  railroada  now  are  uaelees  for 
all  concentrations  of  the  troops  south 
of  Grand   Pre. 

Vousiers,  another  Important  centre 
of  concentration,  also  Is  6lr»f*]y 
menaced,  Gouraud's  forces  being  only 
about  10  miles  away.  A  little  fur- 
ther advance  will  etWLble  them  fo 
render  this  Junction  also  uaelesa.  and 
the  whole  German  system  of  com- 
munications toward  the  Stenay  Gap 
will  crumble.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28.— Backed 
by  the  concentrated  offensive  power 
of  the  American  army,  united  mili- 
tary action  on  the  Western  front 
under  Marshal  Foch  has  forced  Bul- 
sarla  to  seek  a  separate  peace.  In  the 
opinion  of  General  March,  chief  of 
staff.  The  defection  of  Bulgaria, 
carrying  with  It  the  Only  connecting 
link  between  Turkey  and  the  Central 
Powers  and  foreshadowing  the  prob- 
able restoration  of  Roumania  to  the 
nghtinr  ranks,  the  chief  of  staff  said 
today  In  his  weekly  conference.  Is  due 
directly  to  the  massing  of  French, 
British  and  American  forces  on  the 
Western   front. 

"LABt  week  I  told  you  that  the 
news  during  the  week  had  been  con- 
tinuously Kood,  said  General  March. 
This  week  It  is  contlnuouely  better. 
The  defection  of  Bulsarla.  their  de- 
sire for  a  separata  peace.  Is  not  only 
Important  toward  the  conduct  of  the 
war  from  the  standpoint  of  diplom- 
acy and  Its  ireneral  effect  upon  the 
arand  strategy  of  the  war,  but  it  also 
illustrates  to  a  strtklna  decree  the  re- 
sults of  the  praaont  concentration  of 
forces  on  the  Western  front.

Enemy  Aerodromes  and  Rali- 
way  Junctions  Attacked  by 
British— Germane  Engaged 
Wl\h  Machine  Gun  fire. 


LONDON,  Bept.  ft.— The  Britlih 
aerial  communication  tonight  says: 

"Our  machlnea  wera  acUva  on  Ovary 
part  of  the  front  throughout  Friday 
and  kept  cloae  watch  from  tha  air  on 
tha  oours*  of  the  varloue  oparatioas. 

"Somblhg  patrols  carried  out  at  a 
low  altltnda  along  tha  battle  front  at- 
tacks on  enemy  traops  and  tranaporu 
at  the  canal  crossings  and  along  the 
roads  and  heavily  engaged  the  enOmy 
with  machine  gun  fire. 

"Our  machines,  working  In  co- 
operation With  the  artillery,  bombtd 
a  great  number  of  tarsets  and  ob- 
served the  fall  of  the  bomba.  MAhy 
explosions  and  fires  were  observed  In 
hostile  battery  positions.  MOra  than 
1,000  photographs  were  taken  during 
the  day. 

"In  addition  to  extensive  bombing 
Just  beyond  the  lines  several  enemy 
aerodromes  and  a  number  of  railway 
junctions  were  attacked  with  excel- 
lent effect.  Thirty  tons  of  bombs 
were  dropped  by  us  in  the  day  and 
18>^   tons  at  night. 

"Twenty-two  German  machines  and 
eight  balloons  were  shot  down  by  our 
airmen.  Twenty  enemy  machines 
were  driven  down  out  of  control  In 
the  course  of  the  air  fighting.  Another 
machine  was  destroyed  by  anti-air- 
craft fire. 

"Nineteen  of  our  machines  ar< 
missing."
